The two yearlings which William Wood- 
ward. chairman of The Jockey Club in 
New York and honorary member of the 
Jockey Club in England. is shipping Au- 
gust 20 to England are—

These two colts will go to Capt. Cecil 
Boyd-Rochfort’s Freemason Lodge at New- 
market. to be trained for English racing. 
A few days after their arrival Mr. Wood- 
ward’s American-bred Black Tarquin will 
run for the St. Leger, in which he will be 
among the favorites. 

Mr. Woodward’s English racing of 
American stock is a tradition of several 
years standing. It is a sporting gesture 
largely motivated, I presume, by his earn- 
est desire to keep in friendly contact with 
the Turf in England. which is the mother 
of racing everywhere. Another motive 
till presuming—is Mr. Woodward’s earn- 
est desire to show the essential merit of 
American bloodstock, whose pedigrees 
have been under an official ban in England 
since 1913. 

He and his staff have made an extremely 
high score in selecting. as yearlings. the 
stock which is considered most likely to 
do well in England. The choices for this 
year have been made, undoubtedly, on the 
same basis. 


It is interesting to note, however. that 
both colts have been chosen from a tail- 
female origin which is one of the shortest 
in the American Stud Book. The family 
does not appear to be the best, or any- 
where near the best. in Mr. Woodward’s 
excellent stud. Its most recent top-class 
horse to bear the Zetland spots was 
Paireno, an outstanding 3-year-old of 1932. 


by Chatterton out of Minerva.  Subse- 
quently Minerva produced other winners, 
including the Louisiana Derby winner 
Wise Fox and the Delaware Oaks winner 
Wise Lady, both by Gallant Fox. 

The dam of Minerva was Arrowshaft. by 
*Oegden. From there the line runs through 
Quiver. by Faustus—Belle Broeck. by Ten 
Broeck—Belle of the West. by Big Fel- 
low—Miss Howard. by Bob Howard— 
Rapidan. by Epsilon—Haydes. by *Glen- 
coe—Minerva Anderson, next dam by Sir 
Charles. the next dam, according to vol- 
ume 2 of the American Stud Book (page 
83). “a famous quarter mare by Bess 
Brimmer.” The stud book adds: “This is 
the correct pedigree. The family have 
raced well.” 

In volume 3. page 139, under Minerva 
Anderson’s daughter Haydes (foaled 
1853). the pedigree is extended differently. 
and a little further. There it is reported 
that Minerva Anderson’s dam was by Sir 
Charles, second dam by Director, third 
dam by Duroc. 

Most of the research having to do with 
the origins of the American Thoroughbred 
has been concentrated in the eighteenth 
century and the very early 1800's. I know 
of no reference which would clarify the 
story of this later family. In itself, and 
in many of the stallions whose American 
pedigrees have been added to it in succes- 
sive crosses, it is one of the extreme exam- 
ples of—shall we say?—the recentness of 
the American Thoroughbred. The family 
itself is extended only 12 generations from 
Dancing Dora and Faireno. 

To those who insist upon a_ provincial 
concept of purity of pedigree, there is 
nothing which can be done to make these 
two yearlings of Mr. Woodward’s accept- 
able. To those who are willing to abandon 


such a standard, there is nothing, except 
possibly their own eventual performances, 
which can be done to condemn them. 


RABBIT FOOT. That a genius for luck 
is a key element in Thoroughbred breed- 
ing is too well known to need much dem- 
onstration. But W. Julian Walden’s story 
of how he came by Circus Clown is too 
good a demonstration to ignore. 

Walden, who married into one of Wood- 
ford County’s prominent horse families 
(Mrs. Walden was Lily Parrish), got into 
breeding a few years ago when prices 
were dragging the bottom. He went down 
into the bargain basement at the Lexing- 
ton Fall Sales and bought several mares, 
ranging in price from $50 to $150. He 
stubbornly defied the laws of probability 
and got good winners from most of them. 

One of the mares was Basquine, by Bud 
Lerner, bought out of a Greentree con- 
signment for $150, in the fall of 1942, 
when she was in foal to Peace Chance. 

In the fall of 1943 Walden engaged a 
season to Tiger and asked Edwin K. 
Thomas to stop by and pick out any mare 
he liked, to be sent to the court of the 
good son of *Bull Dog. Thomas stopped 
in at Shadowlawn Farm and Walden took 
him out into the pasture to have a look at 
the mares. He began giving names, breed- 
ing, produce records, etc. Thomas lis- 
tened a few minutes, then pointed to a 
mare which was grazing about two or 
three hundred yards away. 

“Send me that one,” he said. 

“You don’t want her,” said Walden. 

“She’s no ’count.” 

“Tll take her.” said Thomas. 

“Why, man, don’t you even want to 
know her name? Or her breeding, or 
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something? Or don’t you want to walk 
over there and see her. anyway?” 

“She’s all right,” said Thomas. 
suits Tiger.” 

Thomas did break down enough to ask 
“What’s she by?” Bud Lerner would suit 
Tiger. too. he said. 

So, come spring. Walden put Basquine 
in the cattle truck and sent her over to the 
Thomas farm in Bourbon County. On the 
way back. she broke through the floor of 
the truck, thrust a hind leg down nearly 
to the hock. The dual hind wheel ground 
off the hair, skin. and flesh. left the ten- 
don bare. If the hole had been a few 
inches farther back on the floor, the foot 
would have caught the wheel coming up 
instead of going down. and the leg prob- 
ably would have been broken. 

They doctored the leg. and Basquine 
was able to get around painfully. In the 
spring of 1945 she had a colt. As a suck- 
ling he got a bad case of distemper. 
broke out with half a dozen running sores. 
He was over that by Christmas. 

When he was a yearling Walden of- 
fered to sell him for $5.000. There were 
no takers. So Walden turned him over to 
Joe Hall, who broke him at Douglas Park. 
Louisville. Somebody tried to buy him 
for $10,000. but his owner decided not to 
sell. 

When Tommy Root took over the colt. 
now named Circus Clown, in the late fall 
or early winter, he soon found out enough 
to report to Walden: “He might not be a 
top horse, but hell murder the second 
flight.” 

There have been. as Root predicted. a 
lot of murders. And all because Ed 
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ERNST DISPERSAL 


Plans for the sale of breeding stock 
owned by the estate of the late Alwin C. 
Ernst were announced this week by L. P. 
Doherty. manager of the Ernst farm at 
Lexington. Toward settling the estate, 17 
broodmares. six yearlings. and nine foals 
of 1948 will be sold at auction on the first 
day of the Keeneland Fall Sales. to be held 
in mid-November. 

The mares include Alpoise (by Equi- 
poise). dam of Algasir. winner of the 
Flash Stakes on August 2 and holder of 
the world record for 41% furlongs. Others 
among the broodmares are the dams of 
the stakes winners Alquest. Aletern, Alor- 
ter, and Xavier. They also include two 
full sisters to Alquest and three half sis- 
ters to Aletern. 

Alpoise is in foal to *Bernborough. She 
has a yearling filly by Bimelech and a 
filly foal by Bull Lea.

The First Session 
At Saratoga 


So far as could be discerned. the trend 
evident at the Keeneland sales in late July 
was prevailing at Saratoga as the annual 
Thoroughbred yearling auctions got under 
way at the upstate New York center: the 
fair to medium offerings encountered a 
buyers’ market. The average on 48 head 
was $2,487. 

Prices ranged from a low of $800 to a 
high of $8.200. There was no headlong 
competition to buy horses. whatever their 
breeding. whatever their conformation. 
Buyers were calm and critical. 

J. A. Estes. covering the sales for THE 
Bioov-Horser, said the sales pavilion was 
slow to fill on the first night, the buyers 
were slow to get warmed up. Bidding 
didn’t leap. it inched. Auctioneer George 
Swinebroad sweated to get $100 raises. 

But the complexion of the sale couldn't 
be judged accurately from one session. It 
would be another night or two before the 
temper of the customers could be ascer- 
tained. before a useful comparison could 
be made against 1947, when a total of 318 
head sold for $1.747.050. average $5.494. 


Tuesday, August 10 


At the first Saratoga session of 1948, 48 
head sold for $119.400. average $2.487. 
Early wire reports on the summary listed 
49 head sold. This was because a filly 
consigned by Holly Beach Farm ostensibly 
was bought for $800. But the buyer 
couldn’t be located after the hammer fell. 
and the filly will be offered again later on. 
She was by Mr. Bones—Grandiflora, by 
High Quest (Hip No. 30). 

The highest average was $4,257, brought 
by seven yearlings consigned by A. B. 
(Billy) Karsner. the Lexington horseman. 
This consignment also included the high- 
est-priced individual of the session, a bay 
colt by Eternal Bull—Swell Play. by Dis- 
play. bought by Cedar Farm for $8,200. 

None of the first-night consignors who 
sold at Saratoga last year equaled their 
1947 average. The consignment most 
nearly approaching the 1947 level was 
O'Sullivan Farms. which last year sold 11 
head for a $2.463 average, this year aver- 
aged $1,990 for ten. The drop in average 
per head in this group was $473, or about 
19 per cent. Most substantial decline was 
in the Lookout Stud offering. This lot 


averaged $7.167 on six head in 1947, 
$2.922 on nine head this year. The de- 


cline was $4,245, or about 59 per cent. 
The average on 46 head at last year’s 

first-night session was $5.013. Two of the 

most important consignors at the session— 
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Longchamps Farms, which averaged $12.- 
875 for four head. and Dr. Frank Porter 
Miller, who got an $8,075 average on four 
head—did not sell at the corresponding 
session this year.

Ocean Drive Hops to Suffolk; 
Algasir Runs Back to a Race 


Two-year-olds, which had received a 
moderate amount of opportunity prior to 
August, began coming to grips in earnest 
last week. Saratoga had the Flash and 
United States Hotel Stakes, Washington 
Park had the George Woolf Memorial, 
Suffolk Downs had the Mayflower Stakes. 

The racing at Suffolk Downs draws the 
usual circle of New England horses, but 
the Massachusetts and Yankee Handicaps 
and the Mayflower Stakes, carrying sub- 
stantial added money, attract horses from 
other tracks. Four of the dozen Mayflower 
starters had been sent to Boston for the 
race, and they accounted for first, second.

Fred Hooper 
had nominated both Ocean Drive and 
Olympia for the Suffolk race, scheduled 
for August 7, and also had named them 
for the George Woolf Memorial, at Wash- 
ington Park on August 4. The plan was 
to start Ocean Drive in the Woolf and send 
Olympia to Boston. But the weather 
changed that. It came up mud at Wash- 
ington Park, so Olympia started there, and 
Ocean Drive was led aboard a plane and 
flown to Boston, where there was good 
prospect for a fast track. 

Trainer Ivan Parke was busy at Chicago 
with Olympia, so his brother Charlie flew 
East with Ocean Drive on the day of the 
Woolf Memorial. The trip took about five 
hours, was made without incident. The 
flying party was made up of Coldstream’s 
son, a stable pony, Charles Parke, and 
former jockey Charles Stevenson. 

Ocean Drive worked five furlongs in 
:5724 prior to loading on the plane, went 
to sleep half an hour after he was in the 
air, Charlie Parke reported. 


The flight was made at an average speed 
of about 140 miles an hour. In the May- 
flower, Ocean Drive didn’t hit that sort of 
a lick, but he ran fast enough to ease in by 
ten lengths over Eatontown, which had 
been racing at Monmouth Park. Sky 
Miracle was third. Time, 1:1155. During 
the winter months. when he accounted for 
the Hialeah Juvenile Stakes, Ocean Drive 
was considered one of the fastest 2-year- 
olds in Florida. In the Mayflower, he 
added Massachusetts to his domain. 


OL’ SKIPPER. The Hooper stable had 
less luck at Washington Park than at Suf- 
folk. They got part of the Woolf Memorial 
money with Olympia, but finished about 
$12.000 and 114 lengths behind John

for all-time money-winning honors. 


Marsch and OI’ Skipper. Olympia actual- 
ly ran three races within the one: he first 
tangled with Johns Joy, and put him away. 
Then he was challenged by On the Eye. 
and disposed of him. Next came OI’ Skip- 
per, which had raced wide on the turn, but 
had plenty of run left in the stretch. This 
was too much for the Hooper colt, which 
drove gamely for the wire but could not 
withstand the Marsch colt. Admiral Lea 
was third. 

Ol Skipper is a son of Mr. Marsch’s 
Occupation, which used to run over horses 


at the Chicago tracks. The victory did not 
represent a repetition of history, though, 
because the Woolf Memorial was inaugu- 
rated after Occupation had grown up.

Dr. Cassius M. Way 
Dies at New York 


On August 4 Dr. Cassius Way. inter- 
nationally known veterinarian and author- 
ity on Thoroughbred horses and pure-bred 
cattle. was knocked down by a horse he 
was treating in a stall at Roosevelt Race- 


way. According to reports. his head re- 
ceived a severe blow. but did not appear 
to be seriously injured. and he was able 
to drive to his home in White Plains. N. Y. 
That evening he became ill. died in a few 
hours of a cerebral hemorrhage. He was 
67 years old. 

Born in Gilead. Conn.. Dr. Way studied 
at Connecticut Agricultural College from 
which he received a degree of Bachelor of 
Agriculture. Then he attended Cornell 
University. where he received a Bachelor 
of Arts degree in 1906 and the degree of 
Doctor of Veterinary Medicine a_ year 
later. 

Dr. Way’s early interests were in pure- 
bred cattle. Later he became interested in 
horses. and devoted considerable time to 
the study of breeding theories. From his 
office at 25 Vanderbilt Avenue. in New 
York. he was in a position to carry on an 
extensive practice at the metropolitan 
tracks. 

He was unusually skilled in X-ray tech- 
niques. and the physical examination of 
mares for pregnancy. and did much work 
on sterility in mares and cattle throughout 
New York. Connecticut. Maryland. and 
Virginia. For many years he operated his 
own certified dairy herd in West Chester 
County. N. Y.. and was veterinarian for 
the outstanding Avrshire herd of the 
Strathglass Farm at Port Chester. 

Over twenty years ago he pioneered in 
parasite elimination work on the Kentucky 
stud farms. In 1946 and 1947 he spent 
much time at Mereworth Farm examining 
and treating sterile mares and eliminating 
poor producers. He was dead set against 
impregnating broodmares: “You'd better 
pay a man $10 not to impregnate.” 

Soon after graduating from Cornell. Dr. 
Way became a milk sanitarian for the Bor- 
den Company. later became chief veter- 
inarian for that concern. a position he held 
from 1914 to 1919. The Borden Company 
used some 2.000 horses for the delivery of 
its products at the time Dr. Way was in 
its employ, and he faced the problem of 
maintaining the health and efficiency of 
such an aggregation of horseflesh in a city 
environment. With this incentive he de- 
voted much time to the development of a 
complete horse feed which would provide 
adequate nutrition for working animals 
without the necessity of feeding hay or 
other roughage. In more recent years he 
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served in an advisory capacity to the Der- 
wood Mills in the development of a sim- 
ilar feed. 

In 1938 Dr. Way was United States dele- 
gate to the Thirteenth International Con- 
gress of Veterinary Medicine at Zurich. 
Switzerland. He was a member of the ad- 
visory committee on medicine and public 
health of the New York World’s Fair in 
1939 and 1940. 

Dr. Way was a frequent contributor to 
professional and scientific journals. He 
was a past president of the American Vet- 
erinary Medical Association and was a 
member of the New York state and city 
veterinary medical societies. 

His widow, Mrs. Mary Hamilton Way. 
and a brother, Daniel C. Way of Gilead. 
Conn.. survive him. 


Judge Henry Clay Beitler 


At Augustana Hospital at Chicago on 
August 2, Judge Henry Clay Beitler died. 
His passing followed by little more than 
seven months the death of his friend and 
companion, John L. Hervey. with whom 
he had lived for more than half a century. 

Judge Beitler was born July 1. 1866. at 
Rockyridge. Md.. near Hagerstown. He 
was graduated from the University of 
Michigan in 1888 with a law degree. 


moved to Chicago in 1890, after a shor 
period of practice at Hagerstown. He 
served several terms in the Illinois State 
Legislature, later became a judge in the 
Municipal Court in Chicago. He was 
United States Commissioner at Chicago, 
under President Calvin Coolidge, and held 
other posts. He also had a private lay 
practice. 

During his years in the courts and op 
the bench he and John L. Hervey shared 
a house which they owned together. Her. 
vey had come from Ohio, to embark on g 
career which made him one of America’s 
outstanding Turf writers, at about the 
time Judge Beitler had moved to Chicago 
from Maryland. 

Judge Beitler did not consider himself 
an authority on Turf affairs. but he liked 
horses and horse people and enjoyed as. 
sisting Mr. Hervey in his researches. After 
his retirement from law practice he jok. 
ingly remarked that his principal job was 
“carrying books. looking up references, 
and laying out notes for Hervey.” who was 
writing Racing in America and The Amer. 
ican Trotter. Burial was at Rockyridge. 


L. W. HICKS. Retired owner and 
trainer. died at Oklahoma City. Okla. May 
6. age 82. Hicks had been retired from 
racing since 1914,

Law Suit Filed 
At Louisville 


Action to prevent Fairgrounds Speed- 
way. Inc.. a syndicate headed by Henry 
H. Knight and J. Fred Miles, chairman of 
the Kentucky State Racing Commission, 
from holding race meetings at the Ken- 
tucky State Fair Grounds, Louisville, was 
fled in the Circuit Court at Louisville re- 
cently. 

The suit is being brought by a group of 
church leaders and residents of the fair 
grounds neighborhood against the Ken- 
tucky State Fair Board and Miles as the 
lessee. It seeks to cancel the lease under 
which the syndicate has been given the 
right to hold harness and running meet- 
ings at the fair grounds during the next 
four years, starting with a harness meeting 
this fall (see THe BLoop-Horse, July 10. 
page 128). 

The petition alleges that the “races 
would not only detract from the popular 
appeal of the Kentucky State Fair and be 
an unlawful diversion of property standing 
in the name of the Kentucky State Fair 
Board to unlawful and criminal purposes. 
but the conduct of racing .. . would bring 
large numbers of undesirable, noisy, and 
criminal persons in the immediate neigh- 
borhood . . .” 

Specific grounds for cancellation of the 
contract are stated: (a) The State Fair 


Board is allowed by law only to operate a 
State Fair and to keep full control of the 
fair grounds when there is no fair in oper- 
ation. A lease permitting racing does not 
retain this full control. 

(b) Gambling is forbidden at the fair 
grounds. 

Regarding the latter point, B. L. Sham- 
burger, attorney for the Fair Board. was 
of the opinion at the time the lease was 
approved both by him and by State Attor- 
ney-General Funk that the ban on gamb- 
ling extended only to the operation of the 
fair itself, and not to pari-mutuel betting. 


Competition at Detroit 


Competition for a share of the Detroit 
racing dollar is increasing. On August 6 
the Michigan Racing Association filed ar- 
ticles of incorporation calling for a capi- 
talization of $4.750.000 and the building of 
a new race track before 1951. On August 
7 the Thoroughbred Turf Club incorpor- 
ated for $7,000,000. and announced plans 
for building a track for racing in 1949. 

At the same time, Lewis L. Bredin, the 
State racing commissioner. denied that he 
had said there would be no racing at the 
State Fair Grounds next year. The Detroit 
Racing Association now is in the final 
season of a 15-year lease on the fair 
grounds property. Governor Kim Sigler 
had stated in May. when the Thorough- 
bred Turf Club had announced its prelim- 
inary plans, that if work on the new track 
proceeded as scheduled. he would prohibit 
racing at the fair grounds next year. Mr. 
Bredin is understood to have a clear hand 
in racing affairs. There has been no in- 
dication as to who would conduct racing at 


the fair grounds in 1949 if a meeting i 


held. 


The situation is complicated further by 
the Michigan racing law. which states that 
not more than four tracks shall operate 
within a 25-mile radius of Detroit. Three 
tracks already would be accounted for if 
the fair grounds continues as a racing cen- 
ter, because harness races are conducted 
at Northville, near Detroit, and another 
trotting track is being built at Hazel Park. 
also within the 25-mile limit. This would 
leave room for only one more track within 
the stipulated radius.

S. Tenney, executive vice president of the 
Marine Midland Trust Company, New 
York.

The Yearling Show 
AtMonmouth Park 


RipGEwoop 

As most race-goers know. the blue and 
white colors of William Helis make fre- 
quent appearances in the winner's circle 
at New Jersey tracks. On July 14. how- 
ever. the Helis colors appeared in a new 
kind of winner’s circle. The occasion was 
the second annual yearling show of the 
Thoroughbred Horse Breeders Association 
of New Jersey. held in the trim. white- 
painted paddock of Monmouth Park. The 
winner in this case was the champion year- 
ling of the show. an honor won for the sec- 
ond year in a row by a Helis-bred. Helis- 
owned yearling. 

Last year Helis had the champion year- 
ling in a chestnut colt by Valdina Orphan 
out of Highdine. by High Time. The colt 
was sold later in the year to Art Rooney. 
Pittsburgh sports impresario. This year 
the colt won the New Jersey Stallion 
Stakes at Garden State Park and thereby 
became the first stakes winner bred by 
Helis. His name is Big Nose. 

This stakes victory lent added interest to 
the 1948 show. For horsemen were eager 
to see whether Trainer Preston M. Burch. 
judge of both the 1947 and 1948 shows. 
could pick a potential stakes winner two 
years in a row. Next year. Monmouth 
Park will make things easier—or harder— 
by staging a special race. the Return En- 
gagement. which will be restricted to the 
2-vear-olds which showed as yearlings in 
the 1948 show. Thus the vindication of 
Burch’s judging will come next year. 


THREE IN THE MONEY. Burch had 
his work cut out for him. A_ neighing. 
whinneying parade of 21 colts faced him 
in the first class. for colts foaled in New 
Jersey in 1947. In a matter of some 35 
minutes, he cut this number to nine. Then 
he waved away all but five. A few min- 
utes later he handed in his score sheet and 
the ribbons were pinned to the lead bridles 
of four youngsters. 

The Helis Stock Farm had three candi- 
dates in the class. All three were in the 
ribbons. The blue went to a well muscled 
bay colt by Valdina Orphan, out of Pamela 
C.. by Stimulus. Second went to a chest- 
nut colt by *Rounders—-Loveday by Petee 
Wrack; third to a bay colt by Deil-Red 
Moon, by Burning Blaze. owned and bred 
by Mrs. Dora V. Kellogg. Keystone Farni. 
Pennington, N. J.; and fourth. a_ full 
brother to last year’s winner, Big Nose. 

Twenty-two fillies were shown in the 
yearling filly class. Again Judge Burch 
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moved rapidly. though carefully. through 
the youngsters. weeding out all but nine. 
A second appraisal cut the number to four. 
with the bay filly by Valdina Orphan and 
out of Mismate, by High Strung, given the 
championship. 

This filly represented another triumph 
for Helis, since he bred her and sold her 
last year to the Carolyn K. Stable owned 
by Mr. and Mrs. Irving Kirschbaum of
